Alrendy o yeor ago the pension approprin.

rent Hseal yoar, bas boen fuereascd to
B0,000,000 for the year to come; aud this
enormous Inerease must be maintainsd for
mauy years, No wonder Lhat Congressmen
for & moument stood aghast at these lgures,

This was not all, It was (Hscovered and
announesd & fowdayasinoe Lhat the Arrears
of Pension uill, passad by Congross and
signed by Haves, would cost this country
the monstrous sum of upward of two hug-
dred and forty-three millions of dollars.

That bill was a pure gratuity. No con-
troct, oxpross or implied, warranted it
It applicd to cases In which many years had
been allowed for Hling vre prosecuting clalms,
and yet they it not been flled or pushed,
When It was presented to Congress, the
highest guess ot the cost made by ita friends
was twonty-five million dollars, and even
thot troubled some Congressmet, who, nove
orthieless, did not venture to vote agninst it,
Tha House threw the LIl on the Senate, ap-
parently thinking it might be killed thero;
the Senite in turn threw the regponsibility
on Haves;, and Hayes of course signed the
swindle,

Congress mlght have enneted a reagona-
ble, Just, and gencrous law, fully tehabill-
tating claimants who through Ignoranes or
lack of the veeded evidence had failed to
seasunably establish their cluims, Instead
of doitg that, and in & reckless rivalry for
the suldicr vote, both parties voted for a
moasure whose cost they did not stop to es-
timute. Yot even voting in the dark as they
did, they might have hositated bad they
suspocted that this bill would tuke a quar-
ter of a billion of dollars out of the Treasury.

where overythlng about shall tend to Kissp
the people present In o healthy stato of
body and mind,

But wo fafl to see on what good grounds
Dr, Papsry cau sustaln his arbitrary rule
lmiting the prayers to *thires or at most
five mivutes vacl.” What right has any-
body to determine for another, man the
length of time he shall eonsume when he
addresses o voluntary and extemporateous
petition to the Almighty ? And yet both
